The announcement has been made in the Manitoba Legislature that 
Premier T. C. Norris will call a conference of the prairie province/Premiers 
to consider what-kind of uniform legislation is necessary to deal with ihe 
unoccupied ‘land problem in Western Canada. _ It is also proposed that the 
conference. consider the position of stitlers now on the land with a view of 
finding ways and means to increase their productiviy to:the country. 

It need not be argued that the calling of a conference for such a pur- 
pose is timely and in the national interest, for it has been well said that the 
economic future of the West-and-of-Canada-as-a-whole, depends upon the 

_proper settlement of the unoccupied lands along existing railway lines and 


upon the improvement of conditions affecting owes of basic farm }—

The forthcoming beuference is the outcome -of various mectings held 
between the Western Provincial Cabinet Ministers and the officials of the 
Western Canada Colonization Association. : 

In the memorial recently presented to the Western Goyernments by the 
Managing Director of the Colonization Association, the view was clearly 
and strongly expréssed that unifornt legislation, calling for the listing of un- 
occupied lands at firmi prices and for a reasonable period, was the keystone 
to the success of any genuine colonization movement. 

It is idle to advance the theory that voluntary listing of unoccupied 
lands will suffice, for those who are in a position to judge as to the possible 
success of any voluntary movement are seriously impressed with the state- 

‘ment of General McRae that the proposed legislation is both reasonable 
‘and necessary, if the money subscribed to the Western Canada Colonization 
Association is to be expended in the national inferest. The-listing of un* 
occupied lands with the provincial ‘governments will enable their Land 
~ ~~~ Boards to issue maps and price lists Similar to those now issued-by-the 
railway companies. Such maps and price lists will be generally distributed 
and will not only sérve the purpose of the Western Canada Colonization. 
Association, but as well all the land agencies throughout the provinces. “In 
addition the necessary information will be provided to enable the Dominion 
Government to direct immigrants to the vatant: tands near existing railway 
lines where homesteads are no longer available. 
The unqualified endorsation. given throughout the country to the pro- 


posal for provincial legislation is evidence that the people of the West are by 


seriously anxious to effectively deal with, and find a solution for, the un- 
occupied land problem in the prairie proyinces. 
The proposed “inter-provingial Premiers’ conference” ‘will probably 
* held at an early date, the outconie of which will doubtless affect every com- 
munity interest in the West. In the meantime every Board of Trade,|_ 
Municipal Council, Farmers’ Organjzation, and all interested public bodies 
and citizens, should give serious consideration to this important. subject and 
pts make -representations-in_regard:thereto to their respective Governments. 
Some legislation “undoubtedly is necssary to deal with the serious unoc- 
cupied land problem. Needless to say, every urban resident is affected by

Dublin. — The. Dublin Customs 
House is in ruins and all the most imi- 
portant documents of the Government 
relating to Ireland together with 
papers and records, the Value of which 
cannot_be estimated, have been des- 
troyed, This, Dublin Castle officially: 
announces, is the work of Sinn Fein 
forces, which made the most formid- 
able attack against Government prop- 
erty that» has been enginecred since 
the pfesent rebellion was started. 

London..—The Irish office has is- 
sued the following official report on 
the Customs House fire at Dublin: 

“Three tenders carrying auxiliary 
cadets and accompanied by an arm- 
ored car approached the Dublin Cus- 
toms House shortly after 1 o'clock 
this afternoon.

A Sportsman’s Paradise

Countries on Continent. 

The value of Saskatchewan's game 
resources is not generally krown de- 
spite the fact that this province is one 
of the best big game countries on the 
continent: 

Last season alone .a total of 2,170 
big game -animals were secured by 
licensed hunters. This bag includes 
80 caribou, 870 deer and 1,200 moose. 
Were the 1,200 head of moose secured 
placed on the market, their meat alone 
would fetch a very cansiderable sum. 
These animals would each dress on 
an average about 400 pounds, which 
at the low rate of fifty cents a pound 
would amount to $240,000,

especially plentiful from Crooked 
River east.to the Manitoba boundary, 
within easy reach of the railway, In 
this district as many as sixteen moose 
have been killed in one township. 


Reason Germans Hold 
_- The Ruhr District 


Industry of Country Depends En- 
tirely on Coal There. 

When speaking of the recent pro- 
posal to occupy the Ruhr district, 
Premier Lloyd George said:—“I must 
first point out exactly what the ‘occu- 
pation of the Ruhr would-mean. — Be- 
fore the war the output of coal in the 
Ruhr Valley was. the largest produc- 
ition obtained in any single coal field 
in the world. “It was considerably. 
ever one hundred million ‘tons. — It 
contains every quality of coal for 
every conceivable purpose for which 
coal.can be used. Two-thirds of the 
whole of the German iron and steel 
production is in the Ruhr Valley. 
The importance of the region may be 
gauged by the fact that last year 25,- 
000 railway trucks of fifteen tons were 
loaded every day in the Ruhr, double 
the number of goods trucks handled 
daily by the Nord Railway in the 
great industrial valley of France.

| placed on trial-for causing: disastrous 

forest fires throtigh carelessness in 

“burning off” their lands gave as their 

excuse, “We did not know. that little 

fires could escape frem our control so 

quickly”. This is ‘the story of al- 


most every forest fire. in Canada. 
From-five to eight thousand occur 
year by year and in “most cases 


through thonghtlessness and indiffer- 
ence.. When. one considers. that the 
forests of just*one. province, Quebec, 
are valued at 600 million” dollars just 
as they stand in the “wilderness,” and 
that timber is the one member of the 
family of our resources most easily 
and _quickly-destroyed, the seriousness. 
of all forest fires is at once recogniz- 
ed.
